The Enlarged Institution to Control the 
Prudential — What Vice President 
Hyde of the Equitable Says.

NEWARK, N. J., Oct. 20.—John F. Dry- 
den, President of the Prudential Insurance 
Company, and Uzal H. McCarter, Presi- 
dent of the Fidelity Trust Company, issued | 
a joint statement this afternoon explaining | 
in detail the reason for the large increase 
ofthe capital stock of the Fidelity Trust 
Company, the preliminary arrangements for 
which were made at a meeting of the 
stockholders of that company to-day. 

The plan which follows in detail provides j 
that the Fidelity Trust Company shall 
control the Prudential Insurance Company, 
but at the same time the latter's interests 
are to be dominant factors in the trust com- 
pany. The joint statement of the two 
Presidents follows: 

“As has been known for several 
the capital of the Fidelity Trust Company 
is about to be increased from $1,500,000 to 
$3,000,000, the new stock being sold at 
$750 per share. This will result in giving 
the Fidelity Trust a capital of $3,000,000, j 
a surplus of $13,000,000, and a considerable 
amount of undivided profits. 

“Sufficient of this stock will be taken 
by the Prudential Insurance Company to 
give it, together with its present very 
large holding of Fidelity stock, the abso- 
lute control of that company. A very large 
portion of the balance of said stock is to 
be taken by the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society of New York, which will give to 
that company a very substantial interest 
in the Fidelity Company, and therefore 
justify it in materially increasing its busi- 
ness with the Fidelity. 

“The bulk of the new money thus to be 
reseived by the Fidelity Trust Company is 
to be used by it in the acquisition of a con- 
trolling interest in the entire capital stock 
of the Prudential Insurance Company. 

“The officers of the Prudential have for 
2 long time felt, in view of the extraor- 
dinary growth of that company, and of its 
future anticipated growth, that the time 
has come when, in justice to its 4,000,000 
policy holders, its control and future man- 
agement should be safeguarded for all time 
in such a manner that neither the death of 
its officers nor any other agency that hu- 
man ingenuity can foresee can endanger the 
rights of its policy holders. When the com- 
pany was smaller and the stock was close- 
ly held the need of such action was not so 
apparent. Unless something of this nature 
was done, the stock of the company in the 
years to come would necessarily become 
more scattered, and the control of the com- 
pany more precarious, 

“To accomplish this desirable result a 
contract has been entered into between the 
Fidelity Trust Company and a majority of 
stockholders in interest of the Prudential, 
in which the latter take Prudential stock, 
or as much thereof as may be necessary, to 


the Fidelity Trust Company on or before 
May 1 next at $600 for every $100 of par 
value, 

**It is provided in the contract, however, 
that the Fidelity Trust Company shall of- 
ter the same privilege to every stockholder 
of the Prudential, so that as the Fidelity 
Company now owns one share of the Pru- 
dential Company’s stock, should every 
shareholder of the Prudential avail himself 
of his privilege to become a party to the 
contract, it would result in each Prudential 
stockholder selling to the Fidelity 50 per 
cent. of his holdings, which, with the one 
share it now holds, would give the Fidelity 
Company the desired majority of the Pru- 
dential stock. 

“Those of the Prudential stockholders 
who do not sign this contract will sell a 
sufficient pro rata amount in addition to 
the 50 per cent. of their holdings to make 
up for those who do not wish to sell any. 

“While by this agreement the Prudential 
Company will control the Fidelity, and on 
the other hand the Fidelity will own a ma- 
jority of the capital stock of the Pruden- 
tial, the annual meetings of the two com- 
panies will be so arranged and other ar- 
rangements will be so made that the Pru- 
dential will forever be the dominant fac- 
tor, as, of course, it should be. 

“The officers of the Prudential are unit- 
ed in their bélief that this move is of the 
greatest possible benefit to its stockhold- 
ers, as well as to all of its policy holders 
and its great army of employes. The con- 
summation of its arrangement insures the 
continuance of the present management 
of the Prudential, both in its home office 
and in the field. The advantages of the 
plan to the trust company are too obvious 
to need comment. 

“Tt is expected to consummate this en- 
tire transaction about Feb. 1, 1903." 

Neither Mr. Dryden nor Mr. McCarter 
would discuss the affair further, merely 
adding that the announcement was com- 
plete and that there was nothing behind it.

PHILADELPHIA COAL PRICES. 


Dealers Still Asking $17 a Ton for An- 
thracite—Bituminous Variety 
Much Cheaper.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 20.—There was 
no fixed schedule of coal prices, either 
anthracite or bituminous, in this city to- 
day. Speculators who bought heavily of 
coal at top-notch figures were hurrying to 
get rid of it. Regular dealers were still 
asking $17 a ton for domestic sizes of an- 
thracite, $12 for pea, and $7 for buckwheat. 
They advised customers not to buy more 


than a ton or two at $17. 
Soft coal prices fell off heavily in this 


city. Speculators were to-day offering $3 
at the mines, as against $5 and $5.50 six 
weeks ago. The normal price at the mines 
is only $1.25, and the freight to this city 
is $145. The Reading has a large market 
in Boston, and the company has decided 
to take care of its New England customers 
as early as possible. 

Reading officials were busy to-day pre- 
paring for the resumption of coal traffic, 
which they now are assured is but a few 
days off. They have made arrangements

SMALL GRAIN SHIPMENTS. 


Officials of Chicago West-Bound Roads 
Discouraged Over the Outlook—Lit- 
tle Flour Being Moved.

CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—Traffic officials of 
the Chicago west-bound roads are much dis- 
couraged over the continued stagnation in 
grain and ftour business. They expected a

Last week's grain shipments from Chi- 
cago to the East were the smallest in more 
than a year, being only 771,000 bushels, a 
decrease of 409,000 bushels from the pre- 
ceding week, and of 684,000 bushels from 
last yvear. 

Shipments of flour were 55,640 barrels, a 
loss of 222 barrels for the week, and 36,- 
343 barrels from last year. Provision ship- 
ments were 30,629 tons, an increase of 3,995 
tons for the week, and a decrease of 3S7 
tons from last year. 


GIFT OF TATNALL HERBARIUM. 


Presented to Colorado College by 
Daughter of the Collector.

COLORADO SPRINGS, Col., Oct. 
Colorado College is the recipient of the 
Tatnall Herbarium, lately presented by 
Mary H. Tatnall, the daughter of the col- 
lector, Edward Tatnall, 

The collection consists of specimens of 
21,000 species and varieties of plants be- 
longing to 2,322 genera and 190 orders, all 
suitably labeled and protected against the 
attacks of insects. The catalogue which 
accompanies the collection is itself consid- 
ered a work of no small laber. : 

In specifying the source from which each 
specimen was obtained, it gives credit to 
sixty-five collectors in all parts of the 
United States, besides Canada, England, 
and Sweden. A noteworthy and valuable 
feature of this herbarium is the complete- 
ness with which it covers all the main 
groups of the plant world. 


BANK OFFICER ROBBED. 


Highwaymen Get a $10,000 Letter of 
Credit and Some Jewelry.

Four men, including Frank Nunsey, a 
local prize fighter of some fame, have been 
arrested, charged with the assault und rob- 
bery, and are in the Desplaines Street Po- 
lice Station. Two men have confessed; but 
none of the property taken from vwheir vic- 
tim has been recovered.

Mr. Hampton at- 
es to his business duties as usual to- 
day. 


SEEKS MAN WHO AIDED WIFE, 


Trenton Millionaire Advertises for 
Rescuer at Wreck Who Disappeared.

TRENTON, Oct. 20.—Clarke Fisher, the 
millionaire mill owner of this city, is ad- 
vertising in the New York newspapers for 
information as to the identity of the man 
who aided Mrs. Fisher in the recent wreck 


at Menlo Poston the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. He wish® to reward him. 

When Mrs. ‘Fisher had been cut free of 
the débris of the wreck she cried out she 
could not endure the pain caused by mov- 
ing her. Then it was that the man for 
whom Mr. Fisher seeks got on his hands 
and knees in the mud, and, supporting the 
injured woman on his back, crawled slow- 
ly to the rescue car, 300 feet away. When 
the sufferer had been placed aboard he 
disappeared. 

Mrs. Fisher is still in the Presbyterian 
Hospital, New York City, in a serious con- 
dition. 


WOMAN STABBED IN STREET. 


Passersby at Third Avenue and Twenty- 

first Street at 9 o’clock last night saw 
Mrs. Annie Kingsley stabbed by a man 
who, she said, was her husband. They 
seemed to have met by chance. The man 
was heard to plead with the woman to 
come home g@ith him. She refused and 
started to leave him. 
“T'll end it all now!” he said, and drove 
single-bladed knife into her left breast 
just over the heart, Then he ran down 
the avenue. 

The woman was sent to Bellevue Hospi- 
tal, where it was said that she is likely to 
die within twenty-four hours. She said 
she was thirty-two years of age, and that 
she lived at 246 Third Avenue, but she was 
not known there. She also said that she 
had a sister, Mrs. Manger, at 120 East 
Twenty-fourth Street, but at that address 
nobody knew her. She admitted that she 
had left her husband and two children 
three months ago. 

Later in the evening Policeman Heffernan 
saw a man whose appearance was similar 
to the description of Kingsley enter a sa- 
loon at the northeast corner of Third Ave- 
nue and Twenty-fourth Street, and arrest- 
ed him. The man described himself as 
John Kingsley, aged thirty-four, but he 
denied the stabbing, although, when ac- 
costed by the policeman, he asked how his 
wife was. He was taken to the hospital 
to be identified, but the woman was un- 
conscious.

Lipton Challenge Terms. 


| FOUR DEFENDERS TALKED OF 


A Gardner & Cox Designed Yacht 
Among the Possibilities for Next 
Season’s Trial Races. 


The conditions of the challenge of the 
Royal Ulster Yacht Club for the proposed 
races for the America’s Cup next year were 
considered by the Challenge Committee of 
the New York Yacht Club at a meeting 
yesterday afternoon. Vice Commodore F. 
G. Bourne, ex-Commodore E. M. Brown,

Archibald Rogers, J. Malcolm Forbes, 


William Butler Duncan, Jr., and George A. 
Cormack were present. The absent mem- 
bers of the committee were Commodore 
L. C. Ledyard and J. P. Morgan. After 
the conditions of the challenge, which are 
the same as those for the races in 1901, 
with the exception of the change of dates, 
had been carefully considered, they were 
signed by all the members of the committee 
| present. As Commodore Ledyard is still ill 
at Newport, the papers will be taken there 
for him to sign. As soon as his signature 
and that of J. P. Morgan are appended to 
the document it will be forwarded to the 
Royal Ulster Yacht Club, where it will 
be signed by the representatives of that 
club and then returned to the New York 
Yacht Club. 

Talk about another defender qf the Amer- 
ica’s Cup from the designing boards of 
Gardner & Cox continues in yachting cir- 
cles, It would be a considerable undertak- 
ing to organize another syndicate to com- 
pete for honors with that which is prac- 
tically pledged to the Herreshoff plans, 
and there is doubt if it can be done now. 
Nevertheless there are many who would 
like to see a Gardner & Cox ninety-footer 
on the water next Summer, and they are 
able to advance some very substantial rea- 
sons for their belief that, if it could be 

built, it would be a faster boat than any 
that the Herreshoffs are likely to turn out. 
As for Messrs. Gardner & Cox, they are 
making no effort to get into the game at 
this time. Their work is largely in design- 
ing steam yachts, and they pay less atten- 
tion to sailing craft. But they would 
scarcely fee! inclined to let the opportunity 
to design a cup defender go by should it 
come to them. 

The remarkable success of the 60-footers 
Neola and Weetamoe in the racing on Long 
Island Sound last Summer drew: particular 
attention to this firm as designers of sail 
yachts, and has been the main cause ct 
ihe current talk about them as possible 
cup defender desigfiers. The Neola and the 
Weetamoe were exceptionally fast boats. 
Jt was late in the season before they got 
in really good racing trim, but when they 
were finally tuned up they sailed away trom 
almest everything on the Sound. Their per- 
formances in beating the Herreshoff ‘ sey- 
enties *’ on several occasions stamped them 
as phenomenal boats. At Oyemet Buy and 
at Larchmont in September, both boats 
beat the Yankee and the Rainbow by sev- 
eral minutes on corrected time. And this 
was their first season out, while the Yankee 
and the Rainbow had the advantage, one 
of three ana the other of two seasons’ work. 
Should a “seventy ”’ be bullt on the same 
lines as the Neola and the Weetamoe there 
is little room for doubt that it would be 
able to put the present four “ seventies ”’ 
far in the background. 

With this achievement as a _ starting 
peint, it is not difficult for the advocates 
of a Gardner boat for a cup defender to 
make out a strong case, Taking the speed 
developed by the Neola on several occa- 
sions last Summer, a ninety-footer buiit on 
the same lines should have a speed of 15 or 
16 knots an hour, which is better than any 
cup defenders have yet shown. It should 
do even better than that, for, with increase 
of length it could have proportionately less 
beam and less displacement and carry more 
sail, all which would make it a faster boat. 
Both the Neola and the Weetamoe have 
about two tons of weight in fittings, which 
of course held them back somewhat in rac- 
ing. Most of that would be removed from 
a purely racing boat, and so, even as they 
float to-day, they could be made faster 
than they have yet shown themselves to be. 

If it shall appear that, as many think, 
the Herreshoffs reached their limit of at- 
tainment in the Columbia, there will be 
need for some new designer to come out 
if the cup is to be kept safe on this side 
of the Atlantic. The Constitution has not 
yet been proved superior to the Columbia, 
and the new defender is an unknown quan- 
tity. If not next year, perhaps the next 
time the cup is sailed for a Gardner or a 
Crowninshield may bo needed. That is one 
of the reasons why the work of the sixty- 
raters is. still much talked of and why 
there is wish, if not a hope, that a 
fourth defender might be out next Sum- 
mer. 


TO TEST THE PACIFIC CABLE. 


Expert from London Office Will Make 
Trials for Thirty Days on Van- 
couver Island.

VICTORIA, B. C., Oct. 20.—Civil Engineer 
Dearlove, who superintended the laying of 
the Pacific cable from New Zealand to 
Fanning Island, has arrived here from Lon- 
don. He goes to Bamfield Creek, a landing 
station of the cable on Vancouver Island, 
where he will for thirty days subject the 
cable line to a severe test before accept- 
ing it from the Telegraph Construction and 
Maintenance Company. 

He expects from the perfection of the 
cable that a speed of 100 letters a minute 
will be attained. Dearlove transmitters, 
an invention of his own, will be used on 
the longest line In the world. 

It is expected the last section from Fan- 
ning to Suva will be completed by Nov. 
5, by Anglia. 

Mr. Dearlove does not believe that it is 
an assured fact, as stated, that the eable 
from Hawaii to this line is to be construct- 
ed. The matter is being considered. 


SCHOOL TEACHERS NEEDED.: 


West Virginia Has Not Enough to Go 
Around,

CLARKSBURG, West Va., Oct. 20.— 
There is a scarcity of school teachers in 
nearly all the counties in this State. In 
some counties from one-fourth to one-third 
of the schools remain closed all Winter be- 
cause teachers cannot be found for them. 

The school term in this State varies as to 
the counties, and is from four to six 
months, and the wages run from $30 to $45 


per month. From 500 to 800 teachers could 
find schools to teach in this State. The 
coming session of the Legislature undoubt- 
edly will pass some favorable laws for 
teachers or else there will be a _ school 
teachers’ famine in the State in a year or 
two. 

The cause of the lack of teachers is the 
fact that any one qualified to teach can 
earn more at almost any other vocation,

LIFE INSURANCE FRAUDS 
WORKED IN LOUISIANA. 


Eastern Comparties Believed to Have 
Been Victimized to the Extent of 
$75,000 or $100,000.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 20.—Big life 
insurance frauds have just been discov- 
ered in the New Orleans district. The of- 
ficials and detectives of some of the large 
Eastern companies believe they have clues 
to “graveyard schemes.” 

Attorney MacBride, General Solicitor for 
the American Adjustment Company of 
New York, reached the city last night in 
advance of a corps of secret workers. Mr. 
MacBride is from St. Louis. The com- 
panies paying the risks have lost between 
$75,000 and $100,000, but the full extent of 
losses is as yet unknown. 

The scheme that has been worked in 
New Orleans, and within a radius of 150 
miles of this city in the adjoining parishes, 
is this: A man would apply for the agency 
of one of the best known of the life insur- 
ance companies. He produced recommend- 
ations of an apparently satisfactory nature, 
and was appointed to do business for the 
company. At his suggestion a physician 
would be named as the examiner for the 
company, whose duty it was to pass upon 
all applicants tor policies. The physician 
and the agent understood each other. 

A® policy holder who would soon die would 
be secured. The physician would pass him 
and take out the policy. As a matter of 
fact, the agent and the doctor would pay 
the premiums, and the principal is made 

ayable to them or to some interested 
riends. In a few months the policy holder 
would die and the proper death certificate 
would be sent to the company and the pol- 
icy paid. The fraud has been worked more 
successfully in the parishes and smaller 
towns than in the large cities. 

The officials and’ legal counselors of the 
companies will endeavor to secure indict- 
ments in the State courts.

Small Attendance at Both Republican 
and Democratic Rallies, 
Special to The New York Times. 
BOSTON, Oct. 20.—The small attendance 
at the Republican and Democratic rallies 
throughout the State thus far in this cam- 
paign has caused unusual uneasiness at the 
party headquarters. The Republican and 
Democratic gatherings this year are un- 
usual so far as attendance is concerned, 
and the managers of State politics are dis- 
playing no little concern as to the signifi- 
cance there may be in this exhibition of 
apathy on the part of the voters of the 
Commonwealth. 
The question is being generally discussed, 
and is commanding unusual prominence. 
The apathy is wholly non-partisan.

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MOLINEUX’S TRIAL 
PROGRESSES RAPIDLY 


Jury Completed, Prosecutor Opens, 
and Witnesses Are Heard. 


Mr. Osborne, Curbed by Justice Lam- 
bert, Makes Calm Address—Dr. 
Hitchcock and Cornish Testify. 


' Under the guidance of Justice John S. 
Lambert, the second trial of Roland B. 
Molineux, charged with the murder of 
Mrs. Katharine J. Adams, progressed yes- 
terday with a speed that was fairly be- 
wildering to those who attended the hear- 
ing of nearly three years ago. In the 
course of the day the twelfth juror was 
obtained, and the following is the complete 
list:

Assistant District Attorney James W. Os- 
borne made the opening address for the 
prosecution, one witness was heard in full, 
and part of the testimony of the most im- 
portant witness in the case was begun. 

To accomplish this took three days 
on the first trial. But Justice Lam- 
bert has made it very plain that he will 
tolerate no delays. The Justice has also 
made it clear that he will permit no by- 
play to the jury on the part of the lawyers 
in the case. 

So stern was the attitude of the court 
that Mr. Osborne during his entire speech 
yesterday obviously labored under a feel- 
ing of restraint. It was the general com- 
ment in the courtroom that he was not 
allowed to make nearly so powerful a plea 
to the jury as Recorder Goff allowed in 
the former trial. In that case he spoke 
for three hours and a half. Yesterday he 
spoke one hour and twenty minutes. 

Four times Mr. Osborne was interrupted 
by the Judge, without suggestion from 
the defense. There was none of the con- 
stant objection from the defense that was 


so noticeable in the other trial. Mr. Os- 
borne wanted to warn the defense that 
they must produce certain witnesses in 
New Jersey who have refused to come at 
the District Attorney’s bidding. The court 
would allow him to go no further. 


NOT ALLOWED TO “ ILLUSTRATE.” 


The prosecutor wanted to defend Harry 
S. Cornish from the charge of unwisdom 
in administering to Mrs. Adams a head- 
ache powder he had received anonymously 


through the mails. But the court would 
allow him to go no further. “ It would be 
drawing upon the imagination of the jury,”’ 
commented the court. 

Mr. Osborne made a great deal of the 
alleged hatred felt by Molineux for Cor- 
nish and a man named Harpster. ‘I will 
illustrate,’’ he proceeded, 

‘** Never’ mind illustrating,’’ 
Justice Lambert. 

The Assistant District Attorney started 
to explain a theory as to the efforts for 
secrecy on the part of the poisoner in this 
case. 

‘**You can tell the jury,’”’ interposed the 
court, ‘‘ what you expect to prove, and not 
the deductions you want them to draw.”’ 

The Justice apparently observed Mr. Os- 
borne’s dismay at the frequent interrup- 
tion of the court, and he remarked, “I do 
not want to embarrass you, Mr. Osbérne,”’ 
whereupon Mr. Osborne assured the court 
that nothing would embarrass him more 
than to do anything in the case that he 
ought not to do. Mr. Osborne did not 
mention Henry C. Barnet’s name, nor the 
letters Molineux is alleged to have writ- 
ten under the natme of Barnet. As in the 
previous trial, Mr. Osborne proceeded to 
build up a. lay ftigure—a Frankenstein, it 
was called by many—to which he laid the 
responsibility for the crime. Yesterday 
the most important part of the previous 
speech was omitted. It was concerning a 
diagnosis blank, signed ‘‘H. C. Barnet,’’ 
and giving, as Mr. Osborne had declared, 
an accurate description of Molineux. The 
prosecution asserted that this was in Moli- 
neux’s handwriting. Mr. Osborne had 
asked the court to admit this letter as a 
‘standard of comparison” of handwrit- 
ing, but Justice Lambert, it is understood, 
intormed the lawyers that he would admit 
no writings of Molineux, disputed or other- 
wise, for ‘standards of comparison”’ 
which on their face were prejudicial to 
the defendant. 

Mr. Osborne in his address said that the 
man who sent the poison must have been 
a man of great intelligence; that he must 
have been able to go into Tiffany’s jew- 
e store to get a jewel box without ex- 
citing suspicion; that he must have_been 
familiar with chemicals, for cyanide of 
mercury is one of the rarest of poisons; 
he must have had dealings in Newark and 
New York; he must have been familiar 
with the jewelry firm of Hartigan & Co. 
of Newark, from whom the silver bottle 
holder sent with the poison was obtained; 
he must have rented a private letter box 
in the name of Cornish, and—most im- 
portant of all—he must have had a strong, 
continuing, deadly hatred of Cornish. 

“Such a man, gentlemen, is Roland B. 
Molineux,” exclaimed Mr. Osborne.

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the Adams flat on the morning of Mrs. 
Adams’s death, and himself tasted the 
poison from which she died. He found 
Cornish suffering, and he advised Cornish 
to notify the District Attorney and the 


police. 
Cornish and Dr. Hitchcock walked to- 
gether to the office of an undertaker on 


the morning the poison was administered, 
and on the way the doctor told Cornish 
that this was a “ golden opportunity ”’ for 
him to tell what he knew of the- crime.

He wanted to 
know what it meant. Dr. Hitchcock said 
he was an officer of the Board of Health, 
and he meant that he could get the ma- 
chinery of justice into quick motion.

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MINERS DEFER VOTE 
ON SETTLEMENT PLAN 


Expectation Is That the Con- 
vention Will Accept It To-day. 


President Mitchell Addresses 


the Delegates, Urging Favor- 
able Action—Steam Men 
Fearful of Losing Their 
Old Places. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., Oct. 20.—The 
anxiously awaited convention of the 145,000 
striking miners met to-day, but did not 
reach a vote on the proposed plan of set- 
tlement. It is expecied to do so to-mor- 
row. ‘There were 662 delegates present in 
the Nesbitt Theatre, where the convention 
was held, and they were empowered by 
their local unions to cast S67 votes for or 
against President Roosevelt's proposition of 
arbitration. 

The great majority of the delegates were 
uninstructed, the few who were being engi- 
neers, firemen, and pumpmen who fear 
that the 5,000 strikers of those classes may 
not get back their old places, now held by 
non-union men. This question of the en- 
gineers, firemen, and pumpmen proved the 
only stumbling block in the way of almost 
immediate adoption of the President's plan. 
At one time to-day it seemed certain that 
the convention was about to adopt the 
recommendation of President Mitchell to 
end the strike, but the steam men’s plea 
was too earnest, and the final vote went 
over. A high district officer said to-day 
there would be no more than fifteen votes 
cast against the afbitration plan. 

There were two sessions—forenoon and 
afternoon—to-day, and the net result was 
a permanent organization, with Mr. Mitch- 
ell in the chair; his speech laying the Pres- 
ident’s plan before the delegates, other 


speeches advocating its adoption, and the 
appointment of a Committee on Resolu- 
tions. This committee, Mr. Mitchell said, 
would prepare a formal statement to the 
public, telling fully and carefully why the 
convention decided to continue the strike, 
if it should so decide, and why the strike 
was declared off, if that was the outcome 
of their deliberations. 

The_ surprise of the convention to-day 
was the decision to admit newspaper men 
to all the sessions, open or executive, when 
even union miners, eagerly waiting by the 
hundred out in the street, could not get 
into the theatre. 

District President T. D, Nichols of Scran- 
ton called the co ntion into session at 
10:20 o'clock. On dccount of pressure of 
business at strike headquarters, President 
Mitchell was unable to be present. The 
routine proceedings were followed by sing- 
ing. A delegate from the Wyoming Valley 
caused a storm of enthusiasm by singing 
a song erititlet’**Give Three Cheers for 
weteheu for the Strike That We Have 

on.” 

At the afternoon session Mr. Mitchell was 
elected permanent Chairman and National 
Secretary-Treasurer W. B. Wilson was se- 
lected as the permanent Secretary. Just 
as the cheering for the election of the two 
officers was ended, President Mitchell at 
2:30 walked on the stage. The instant the 
delegates saw him they rose en masse and 
cheered their leader for several minutes. 
After momentary confusion due to an in- 
rush of miners not delegates, who burst 
open. the door and filled every vacant seat, 
Mr. Mitchell read his address. : 


MR. MITCHELL’S SPEECH. 


Mitchell said: 

**Gentlemen: In opening this convention 
for the transaction ‘of business, I take 
pleasure in extending warm greeting and 
welcome to the accredited representatives 
of the 150,000 men and boys whose heroic 
struggle for living wages and American 
conditions of employment has won the ad- 
miration of the whole civilized world. Lan- 
guage is inadequate to express the sense 


of pride I feel in you and those you repre- 
sent. Your noble defense of the principles 
of unionism endears you to every man and 
every woman in our land who works for a 
livelihood. When the history of the strug- 
gles of toilers shall be written, its pages 
will record no event more important, nu 
principle more ably defended, no battle 
more bravely fought than the contest which 
l earnestly hope is now about to be hap- 
pily ended. \, 

“It is not my purpose to review the 
progress of the strike or even to enumer- 
ate the important events which have now 
passed into history. Imprinted indelibly 
upon the hearts of our people are the mem- 
ories of the sufferings and hardships which 
have been and are being endured. For five 
long months the eyes of the nation have 
been centred upon your actions, and it is 
a pleasure to say that the great heart of 
the American people throbbed in sympathy 
with you. {t is, of course, a source of 
deep regret that thé millions of underpaid 
workmen in our great cities should be the 
most acute sufferers by reason of this 
contest between ourselves and our -em- 
ployers. But strange as it may appear, 
hundreds upon hundreds of those who suf- 
fered most from lack of fuel sent words of 
commendation and encouragement to us, 
and in many instances declared that they 
would endure any privauon in order thac 
the miners and their families might secure 
a sufficient wage to enable them to enjoy 
a little happiness and*sunshine instead of _ 
the gloom and sadness which has been / 
their lot for many years. : 

“The debt of gratitude we owe our fel- 
low workers in this and other lands, the 
delt of gratitude we owe a generous pub- 
lic and a friendly press who have support- 
ed and sustained us during this memora- 
ble strike, can never be adequately repaid. 

“For our opponents we entertain no 
feeling of malice. While they have ma- 
ligned our characters, impugned our mo- 
tives, and sought the victory by methods 
which we should scorn to use, yet on this 
day, when we have secured an avenue of 
redress, on this day when the realization 
of our hopes and ambitious seems_ near, 
when the prospect of a brighter and hap- 
pier future seems assured, we should hold 
out to them the hand of friendship and ask 
them to join us in providing for such busi- 
ness relations as shall for all time estab- 
lish peace and tranquillity in the coal 


fields. 
LABOR’S RIGHT TO ORGANIZE.

COAL DEALERS DISCUSS 


THEIR HIGH PRICES 


Some Throw the Blame Upon 
Speculators. 


Others Say That the Volume of Busi- 
ness Grew So Small That They 
Had to Have More Profits 
to Come Out Even. 


Though the retail price of anthracite coal 
was reduced from $21 to $15 a ton yester- 
day, in accordance with the resolution 
adopted at the meeting of the Retail Coal 
Dealers’ Association last week, there was 
little demand for coal yesterday. Most peo- 
ple, expecting that anthracite will be much 
lower in a week or two, preferred to wait, 
and unless a very cold spell sets in sud- 
denly, the prospect of much business being 
done at whe fifteen-doliar rate is very 
slight. 

Some of the dealers were indignant yes- 
terday at the statements that they took ad- 
vantage of the situation to make exorbitant 
profits and were growing rich on the strike. 
They admitted, however, that some people 
were reaping a harvest through the big 
prices, and laid the blame on speculators 
who saw a chance of making money. 

Maurice R. Herbert of the firm of H. L, 
Herbert & Co., coal dealers, was asked 
why the déalers proposed to let the prices 
when mining is resumed, 
although they would get the coal at the 
schedule ate of $4.50 a ton, free on board. 
He said that this was because the supply 
would not anything like equal the demand. 

“ For instance,”’ he said, “‘ say, when the 
mines open, a dealer gets 200 tons at sched- 
ule price, as the mined coai will be coming 
in small quantities at first, and he has an 
order for 400 tons. He will have to buy the 
other 200 tons from a speculator and pay 
perhaps $10 a ton. He will then have to av- 
erage up the price," 

Mr. Herbert denied that any of the coal 
released by the companies during the strike 
went into the market. it was released to 
firms which suppiied schools, hogpitais, and 
other institutions, but only on condition 
that it would be supplied to those institu- 
tions. His own firm, he said, had a hard 
coal mine, and he admitted that a high 
price was charged for the coal mined from 
it It would have been a thankless thing, 
he said, to do anything else, and the firm 
simply followed the ordinary ruies of busi- 
nesss and charged what they could get. 

“ But,” he continued, *“‘we had to pay 
very high prices for outside coal. No deal- 
er that I know has made money, and near- 
ly all the dealers who bought coal from 
speculators will be under a heavy loss when 
the strike ends.” 

According to one of the dealers, the less 
coal they sell the better they will like it. 
They may have to purchase coal at a high 
figure for immediate demands, and sell it 
at a loss when the strike breaks,

COLORADO-UTAH CONTRACT. 


Construction and Equipment of 500 
Miles of Denver-Northwestern 
Trackage to Salt Lake Let. 


Official notice is given that the Colorado- 
Utah Construction Company has contract- 
ed with the Denver, Northwestern and Pa- 
cific Railway to build and equip about 
500 miles of the latter's railroad between 
Denver, Col., and Salt Lake, Utah. This 
contract provides for a substantial readbed, 
eighty-pound steel rails, and modern pas- 
senger and freight equipment.

GERMAN SCIENTIST 
COMPLAINS OF ASSAULT 


Hit by Policeman, He Says, After 
Arrest in University Place. 


German Ambassador Asked to Demand 
Redress and Vindication—Dr. Bronn- 
le’s Story and the Record. 


To the German Embassy at Washington 
a complaint was sent yesterday by Dr. 
Paul Bronnle, F. R. A. S., editor of the 
Oriental and classical section of the En- 
cyclopa@edia Britannica, who, as a German 
citizen, alleges that, for no apparent cause, 
he was arrested on Thursday night last, as 
he was about to enter his apartments at 
126 University Place, by Policeman Albert 
Smith of the Mercer Street Station, and 
that on the way to the station he was 
brutally assaulted and clubbed by the 
policeman for no reason.

ABORIGINAL AMERICANS 
SUBJECT OF DISCUSSION. 


Meeting of the International Congress 
of Americanists—First Time That 
the Delegates Have Assem- 
bled in This Country. 


Aboriginal Americans were talked about 
at the first session of the thirteenth meet- 
ing of the International Congress of Amer- 
icanists in the American Museum of 
Natural’ History yesterday, and no other 
topic will occupy the attention of the 
body during the week. Eighty odd papers 
are to be read. It is the first session of 
the congress in this country, although its 
work, since its organization at Nancy, 
France, in 1875, deals exclusively with the 
study of the first inhabitants of America. 
Heretofore its meetings have been in cities 
of Europe. More than four hundred an- 
thropologists and ethnologists, represent- 
ing fifteen countries, are in attendance. 

The delegates were welcomed by Morris 
K. Jesup. At the afternoon session, when 
the first papers were presented, the presid- 
ing officer was Prof, F. W. Putnam of 
Harvard University and the American 
Museum of Natural History, Vice President 
of the congress for North America, Prof. 
W. J. McGee of the Bureau of American 


Ethnology, in speaking of the work of his 
department, said that the Americans of 
ay | have much to learn from the people 
ba nhabited this hemisphere before the 
whites. 

Several of the speakers referred to the 
urgent necessity of rapid work on the 
part of scientists who would study the 
remnants of the prehistoric tribes, The 
rapid disappearance of the Indians in the 
United States, and the radical changes in 
their conditions, which are the same in 
genet countries in North America, mean 
hat the last opportunity to study these 
remarkable people will soon be gone. For 
that reason, it was explained that the 
Bureau of American Ethnology and various 
museums and institutions are gathering 
together everything that will be of value 
in the study of the passing races, 
Tribute was id by the anthropologists 
to the linguistic stock of the old Indian 
tribes, to which, it was declared by Prof. 
A. F. Chamberlain of Clark University 
our language and the languages of several 
countries owe not a little. The professor 
said that in Webster's dictionary of to-day 
are 1380 words that were contributed direct- 
ly by the Indians of the Algonquin tribe, 
and that some of these words have at- 
tained a world citizenship. 

Prof. Franz Boas of the American Mu- 
seum declared that in the sanguages and 
mythology of many of the tribes there is 
much of great value, and that in some of 
these tribes only ten or twenty members

MR. HILL TAKES THE STAND. 

It was 11:05 o’clock when Special Exam- 
iner EF. G. Ingersoll administered the oath 
to Mr. Hill, President of the Northern 
Securities and Great Northern Railway 
Companies. The examination, conducted 


by George B. Youngs, at first covered his 
official connection with the Great North- 
ern Railway and the previous comptinies ot 
which it was the outgrowth. He told of 
his first connection with the old Str. Paul 
and Pacific and St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Manitoba Railways, explaining that the 
Directors of those companies being nearly 
all non-resident, the policy and methods 
of the old Manitoba Company were left 
almost entirely with him, and the _ re- 
sponsibility was sometimes heavy. The 
policy of the Great Northern since its or- 
ganization had been largely according to 
his advice, but in recent years more Di- 
reetors are residents of the West, and 
make frequent trips over the line and are 
ready with good advice. 

The line to the coast was projected in 
1887, work was commenced in the Fall of 
1889, and completed in 1893. The line was 
built by the Manitoba Company, and later 
leased to the Great Northern, as one own- 
ership of the whole Iine was considered ad- 
visable by the Manitoba stockholders. Over 
$800,000 was spent in minute surveys before 
any actua: work was begun in construction, 
in order to be sure of finding the best loca- 
tion possible.

He told in detail of the growth of 
trade for Pacific Coast lumber and of the 
development of the Oriental trade. It soon 
became evident that greater permanence in 
rates to the Orient was neces ary and some 
control of the rate was necessary in order 
to make a profit possible, he said 


COAL SUPPLY A PROBLEM. 


In answer to other questions he said that 
on the west end of his lines the local sup- 
ply of coal was sufficient for business, but 
within the past two years the difficulty of 
getting coal from Pennsylvania to Lake 
Erie was very great. his company being 
unable to secure a sufficient supply in 1960 
for its own use at either Lake Erie or Lake 
Superior ports. Coal for domestic use was 
also unobtainable, the terminals being un- 
able to handle all the cars. The case was 
even worse this year, less than half‘the 
proper supply being now on hand for th 
season. It was even worse in the case of 
coal for domestic use. The situation is se. 
rious this year, and will constantly grow 
worse. : 

Mr. Hill referred particularly to bitumin- 
ous coal. and spoke of the use of the Bur- 
lington line as a means of supplying North- 
western needs for fuel, its connection with 
the soft-coal fields, its low grades, and the 
cofisequent possibility of large loads mak- 
ing lower rates possible. By the use of fhe 
Burlington for coa] business over that and 
the Northern lines in unbroken loads, low- 
er coal prices will result. The Puget Sound 
coa! fields would furnish a supply east of 
Spokane, the British Columbia coal—an 
excellent quality—is nearly as far away, 
and cannot be brought profitably this far 
Mast. Recent developments, he said, have 
taken the coal shipments north from St. 
Louis to Northern Minnesota, and the re- 
turn load will be iron ore from the Minne- 
sota ranges. The direct connection with 
the Burlington makes possible a lower and 
more certain rate on this class of business. 
They must take all business possible to the 
coast, or else it would be necessary to raise 
the rate on the east-bound lumber. 

A trunk line to Chicago, St. Lonis, and 
other centres, Mr. Hill said, makes it pos- 
sible to control the return shipments and 
keep down the rates. The Burlington con- 
nection gives greater uniformity in car 
service, and also makes possible the heand- 
ling of unbroken train loads. All conditions 
affecting the Great Northern would natur- 
ally affect the Northern Pacific similiarly, 
especially so in the matter of coai supply. 
Both roads must handle business both y-ays 
in order to compete with everything that 
floats, and to compete with the Suez Canal 
route, but they were doing it successfully.

The British Government Charged 
with Jury Packing. 


BITTER DEBATE IN PARLIAMENT 


Attorney General for Ireland Taunts Mr. 
O’Brien with Cowardice—Land 
Purchase Bill Withdrawn. 


LONDON, Oct. 21.—In spite of the Gov- 
ernment’s anxiety to proceed with other 
business the Nationalists succeeded in hav- 
ing a large part of the time of the House 
of Commons yesterday devoted to Irish af- 
fairs. 

At question time the Nationalists were 
much in evidence. They bombarded the 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, the Right Hon. 
George Wyndham, with all kinds of 
querries, interruptions, and contradictions 
of his statements anent the imprisonment 
of Irish members. Mr. Wyndham's replies, 
though given in a conciliatory tone, evoked 
storms of derisive cries, mingled with 
hisses, and the Speaker was kept busy 
suppressing demonstrations, which threat- 
ened to develop into disorderliness. 

In the course of the proceedings the 
Liberal leader, Sir Henry Campbell-Ban- 
nerman, cordially joined the Irish in sup- 
porting their demand that the Government 
tix a day to discuss the state of Irelafd, 
but he declined to make the Liberals 
responsible for the demand, Which, he said, 
was made by the constitutional representa- 
tives of Ireland and in regard to a purely 
Irish question. 

Premier Balfour retorted that Sir Henry's 
doctrine seemed wholly separatist. He 
would not admit that the Government of 
lreland was a purely Irish question, and 
said that vuntil the ambiguous attitude 
of the Liberal leader was cleared up he 
declined to say if the Government would 
grant a day for the discussion of the state 
of Ireland. 

William O’Brien moved the adjournment 
of the House in order to discuss questions 
arising from the case of ex-Police Sergt. 
Sullivan, now in America, who is alleged 
to have obtained the conviction of innocent 
persons through perjury. d 

The motion came up last evening, and 
the galleries of the House were crowded 
in anticipation of a sensational debate. 

In outlining the Sullivan matter, Mr. 
O’Brien declared that Patrick Nolan, one 
of the Government witnesses in a certain 
case, heard in Dublin and Sligo, although 
he swore at one trial that a letter pur- 
porting to have been written by Mr. Mac- 
Hale, President of the United Revolution- 
ary League, arranging for a murderous out- 
rage, Was not in Sullivan’s handwriting; 
afterward avowed that he had been em- 
ployed to shield Sullivan from justice by 
discrediting the evidence of other witnesses, 
and that Sullivan was guilty of ‘orgery. 

Describing the Sligo trial as an eyéwit- 
ness, Mr. O'Brien declared that a more dis- 
nenest or revolting trial had never been 
held He said the Irish members feared 





that Dublin Castle was trying to hush the | 


Sullivan matter up, but that it was a case 
of greater gravity than that of Sergt. 
Sheridan, because the plot Sullivan had 
rganized against the Irish League was 
or the same character as the Pigott ferger- 
ies against Parnell. Mr. O’Brien alleged 
that the Government had packed the jury 
to acguit Sullivan, and had then spent in 
enormous sum to shelter him from justice. 
“The greater the scoundrel in the lish 
constabulary,” said the speaker, “‘ the 
he is of being shielded and promoted." 
The Attorney General for Ireland, the 
Right Hon. John Atkinson, replying to Mr. 
() Brien, alleged that the facts of the case 
had been strangely misrepresented, und 
taunted Mr. O’Brien with being too coward- 
jv to bring up the case openly in the law 
courts.

Mr. O’Brien demanded to know whether 
the remark of Mr. Atkinson was disorderly. 
The Speaker replied that he did not take 
the remark as meaning that Mr. O’Brien 
Was a coward, but as applying to the course 
he had taken. 
The Attorney General then withdrew his 
expression, and proceeded with the conten-

The authorities have agreed to keep 
the public informed in regard to the 
progress of the disease and the measures 
taken in the interests of public safety.

RUSHED TO SOMALILAND 


Troops from India Ordered to 
Start for There To-day. 


British Government Admits Seriousness 
of Situation—Austrian ex-Officer 
May Be Aiding the Mullah. 


ADEN, Oct. 20.—Reinforcements of 460 
Bombay Grenadiers have been ordered to 


‘start for Somaliland to-morrow. 


LONDON, Oct. 21.—Gen. W. HM. Manning, 
Commandant of the Central Africa Regi- 
ment, started from heré for Somaliland 
some days ago in consequence of bad news 
from there, and will hasten the dispatch 
of reinforcements from Berbera. 

When questioned in the House cf Com- 
mons yesterday on the subject of the Brit- 
ish reverse in Somaliland, the Foreign Un- 
der Secretary, Lord Cranborne, had little 
to add to the fatts already known. He 
said that. Gen. Maniing arrived at Aden 
on Sunday, and that the Government had 
placed at his disposal a battalion of Indian 
troops to aid the Protectorate’s forces. If 
these troops were not sufficient others 
would be forthcoming. 

After referring to the difficulties encoun- 
tered in Somaliland, Lord Cranboriie said 
that, while it was not surprised at Col. 
Swayne retiring after a severe aciiou, the 
Government could not conceal the fact that 


his retreat would probably necessitate much 
more prolonged operations and a larger 
force than anticipated. 

The British Vice Consol at Berbera, in 
cabling to the Foreign Office the substaace 
of the dispatch which he received from Col 
Swayne, referred to the Mad Mullan 4s 
peg | in communication with ‘* Kail Inger, 
in the direction of the Webbe River. By 
this was apparently meant Kar! Inger, the 
ex-officer of the Austro-Hungarian army, 
who has several times been mentioned in 
connection with the Mullah’s movements. 
Inger is also said to have caused the Brit- 
ish authorities trouble in the Soudan some 
years ago.

Revision of the Tariff One of the 
Greatest Issues. 


He Denies the Right of the Government 
to Hoard Money, and Declares the 
Administration Has No Phil- 


ippine Policy. 


David B. Hill last night opened the Demo- 
cratic congressional campaign in New Jer- 
sey, speaking in Elizabeth and Bayonne. 
In both places he was given an enthusiastic 
reception, one so cordial that it almost 
overshadowed the object of his visit, the 
hope to aid Congressman De Witt Clinton 
Flanagan, who was chosen to fill out the 
term of the late Congressman Salmon. Mr. 
Flanagan's opponent is Charles M. Fowler. 

Mr. Hill was welcomed in Elizabeth by 
a Democratic 
and a fife and drum corps. 


meeting in Jacobs’s Opera House, and in- 


| troduced the Congressional candidate, who 


made a few brief remarks, and then Mr, 
Hill was presented, It was some time be- 
fcre he could speak. As he was about to 
begin an old man with a long gray beard 
in the top gallery called for “‘ three cheers 
and a tiger” for “Uncle David.” They 
were given several times. Mr. Hill seemed 
embarrassed, he apparently never having 
been called “Uncle David” before. 

HIS ELIZABETH SPEECH. 

Mr. Hill said: 

“The issues of this campaign are’ some 
new and some old. The new issues have 
come to the front. The Democracy has not 
changed its position on the pertinent ele- 
mentary principles and questions. We stand 
as we have for years. This is claimed to be 


as your Congressional candidate well put it, 
an era of prosperity. That is true; and at 
the same time untrue. Some are becoming 
rich. The wage earner, the 
farmer, and the clerks in the stores, banks, 
and offices are not getting rich. They are 
saving little for thelr old age, 

“It is true that we hear of the great 
fortunes of the favored few, but they are 
a few hundreds as among millions. So I 
have the right to presume that there is 
something wrong and something to be 
changed. The rich should not grow richer 
and the poor poorer. It would be better if 
the average citizen should receive his 
share. It is true that there is an abundant 
harvest and that there is plenty of work 
ready for those who are willing to work. 
It is true that no great calamity or pesti- 
lence has afflicted us. It is true that there 
is plenty to eat, but it requires more than 
your share of work to secure your share 

The cattle are on the thousand hills, 
but it takes a man’s wages to get a dinner 
for himself and his family. [Applause.] 
Prices are higher and wages are not. Is 
not something the matter? Ought not there 
to be a change of politics and of men in the 
State and. National Governments? The 
Democratic Party is not responsible. it 
has not been in control for many years. 
he party in power is responsible. "There 
has been.an abuse of power of a Govern- 
ment maintained to serve the greatest good 
for the greatest number. I might say that 
the power to tax is the power to break 
down and to build up; to take your money 
from your pocket and my pocket, and to 
put it into some one else’s pocket.

TRIBUTE TO McKINLEY. 


“President McKinley, the apostle of 
protection, for years saw that the time 
was coming when it would never do and 
said at Buffalo shortly before he was as- 
sassinated that the time of commercial 
freedom was coming. He gave a warning 
not only to his party, but tdé all parties. 
Would to God he had lived to carry out 
this beneficent policy." 

There was\a a? silence for a second 
or two and then hearty applause. Con- 
tinuing, Mr. Hill said: 

“Even from the standpoint of the pro- 
tectionist it is not necessary to maintain 
a high and exorbitant tariff. When our 
manufacturers are selling goods abroad 
cheaper than they are here it is futile to 
talk of a high protective tariff. We need 
protection for the consumers at home who 
foot the bills. [Applause.] 

“What is the effect of this tariff? It 
places in the Treasury of the Nation a 
arge surplus that is unnecessary and 
harmful. Why is there a stringency in 
the money market? It is because of the 
vicious policy where $500,000,000 are 
hoarded in the Treasury—money collected 
from the people, money hoarded and kept 
from business pursuits. The place for 
the surplus is in the pockets of the peo-

JUSTICE STECKLER 
SPEAKS ON REFORM. 


Crusaders, He Says, Should Not Batter 
Down Bulwarks That Protect Cith 


zens in Their Rights. 


Justice Alfred Steckler, in a speech at @ 
dinner of the Phi Delta Phi Club in the 
Hotel Marlborough last evening, spoke of 
overzealous efforts in the name of reform. 
He was followed by speakers who com- 
mented favorably on Justice Steckler’s re- 
marks, among them being Justice William 
A. Keener, Isaac Franklin Russell, Profes- 
sor of Law in the New York University; 
Henry W. Jessup, and Charles Thaddeus 
Terry, the President of the club, who spoke 
also of the progress which is being made by 
the committee that was appointed lately 
to devise ways and means of building a new 
clubhouse for the Phi Delta Phi. Harry 
Payne Whitney is a member of the com- 


mittee. 

Justice Steckler, after apoligizing for the 
assumption of trying to teach a lot of law- 
yers anything of t law, said in part: 

“ These are days, and we have every rea- 
son to rejoice over the fact, when in all 
countries and communities the demand is 
heard for reform. I am not speaking of re- 
form in its narrow political significance, 
but in a broader sense—its broadest sensé. 
Wherever the spirit of truth has entered 
the cry is heard, not hystericélly but firm- 
ly and persistently, that in the everyday 
affairs of life, in the business of existing, 
men must treat their fellow-men justly and 
honorably—yes, even generously. 

“But in our enthusiasm for this spirit 
of reform we must not permit ourselves 
to be too zealous to lose sight of the fact 
that we cannot correct dbuses, real or 
fancied, by the use of a weapon that the 
law does not countenance. In matters of 
municipal reform this particularly applies. 
Let us, as lawyers, while advocating every- 
thing that will add to the decency and 
order of this magnificent municipality, see 
to it that in the building of additional 
barriers against evil our crusaders do not 
batter down any of the bulwarks behind 
which our, citizens have established their 
rights. 

‘It is in upholding the rights of the 
citizen that the law displays its dignity, 
demonstrates the source of its real power. 
So let me speak of one or two of these 
inalienable rights. The security. of the 
dwelling, of e person, and of papers is 
fundamental. The Federal Constitution 
guarantees it. ’Tis as true to-day as it 
was centuries ago that every man’s house 
is his castle, but a man’s house is not 
his castle for strangers. It cannot afford 
protection to a third party who flies thither, 
or to hig goods, if rought there to pre- 
vent a lawful execution, or to escape ordi- 
nary processes of law. Our code very clear- 
ly defines the right of a peace officer to 
enter or to seize, and I have no thought 
except to caution against the danger of 
going further than the jaw permits. 

“‘Search warrants were never recognized 
by the common law as processes which 
might be availed of by individuals in the 
course of civil proceedings or for the main- 
tenance of any mere private right; but 
their use was confined to cases of public 
prosecution instituted and pursued for the 
suppression of crime or the detection and 
‘punishment of criminals. Even in these 
cases, if we may rely on the authority of 
Lord Coke, their legality was formerly 
doubted. General warrants to arrest per- 
sons not named or designated or to search 
unnamed places are illegal. 

“The warrant should be directed to a 
Sheriff, constable, or other officer, and not 
to a private person; the place to be 
searched and the property to be seized 
must be particularly described in the war- 
rant; and in the absence of a positive di- 
rection in the warrant that the search may 
be made in the night time, it must be made 
during the day. The officer executing the 
werrant may break open the outer or inner 
door of a building if after proper notice he 
is refused admission. 

“The other right I refer to is the right 
of trial by jury. Our State Constitution 


provides that ‘trial by jury in all cases in’ 


which it has been heretofore used shall re- 
main inviolate forever.’ I am a firm be- 
liever in the priceless right of trial by jury, 
especially in criminal cases, and am _ con- 
vineed that it always tends to work for 
truth and justice.”’ 
Henry W. Jessup, in his brief speech, 


said: 
“I was hoping that Justice Steckler 


would tell us just how far the officers can 
go in serving a search warrant—whether it 
is proper for them to break through iron- 
barred doors, or have four policemen sta- 
tioned on the roof.’”’ 


The Acorns Indorse Justice Steckler. 


The Order of Acorns, whose noonday 
meetings on lower Broadway were a feat- 


ure of the Fusion campaign, has indorsed 
Alfred Steckler for Justice of the Supreme 
Court. The Acorns claim to have an en- 
rolled membership of 12,000. 


FOR TARIFF COMMISSION. 


Tariff revision and immigration were 
among the subjects discussed at a meeting 
of the Manufacturers’ Association of New 
York, held last night at 197 Montague 
Street, Brooklyn. 

Resolutions were adopted indorsing Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s declaration that the tariff 
should be “ treated as a business proposi- 
tion,”” and commending the plan for the 
establishment of a commission of experts 
to investigate all questions bearing on the 
tariff and report to Congregs. 

Resolutions urging upon ‘ta members of 
Congress the importance of prompt legis- 
lative action to prohibit undesirable immi- 
gration were also adopted. 


Nomination Protests Sustained. 


The nomination of Col. Jacob Ruppert 
for Congress on the Greater New York 
Democracy ticket was rejected by the 


Board of Elections yesterday. The protest 
was filed by Helvin S. Pallister of the 
Liberal Democracy, who based his protest 
on the fact that only 750 names were 
signed to the certificate instead of the re- 
uired 1,000. The protest of Henry Ber- 
_linger against Edward Gross in the Four- 
teenth Assembly District resulted in’ the 
rejection of the nominee’s certificate. 


DEMOCRATS GET TO WORK 


Campaign Managers Begin Their 
Active Fight. 


Congressman Griggs, Chairman Carlisle 
and Leader Murphy Confident— 
Manhattan Club to Re- 
ceive David B. Hill. 


Democratic campaign managers started 
in early yesterday morning on what ap- 
Peared to be the first active work of the 
present State campaign. At Tammany Hail 
Leader Charles F, Murphy was about all 
day, and he was busy supervising the send- 
ing out of the largest bulk of documents 
ever turned out from the Wigwam. There 
were quantities of campaign literature, in- 
cluding the speeches of John B. Stanch- 
field and Martin W. Littleton at the Demo- 
cratic State Convention, and also the State 
platform. The Tammany leaders all report- 
ed to Leader Murphy about registration. 
When asked about a statement from Tam- 
many sources in reference to registration, 
Leader Murphy said: 

“We are perfectly satisfied. The falling 
off has been in the Republican districts. 
The district leaders are now at work in 
the various sections of the city, and in a 
week I may have a statement to make giv- 
ing figures.”’ 

Chairman John N. Carlisle, who is man- 
aging the State campaign from the Hoff- 
man House, said yesterday that there was 
less enthusiasm among the Republicans 
throughout New York State this year than 
ever before. Chairman Carlisle and his as- 
socilates have mapped out an active cam- 
paign about which little is being said 
around headquarters. The Democratic 
leaders of the counties above the Harlem 
are appearing at the Hoffman House, and 
after conferences lasting from one hour to 
two days, they leave the city always, satis- 
fied. 

“ The Democratic campaign managers aré 
carrying on a brainy campaign. They are 
not making any fuss. They are not spend- 
ing money on banners, but I never saw a 
more satisfied set of up-State Democratic 
leaders than have left the Hoffman House 
during the past week. They are going back 
to work hard for the election of Bird S&S. 
Coler, and they have the funds to carry on 
a lively campaign,”’ said one of the Demo- 
cratic leaders yesterday. 

David B. Hill came to New York yester- 
day. He made a speech in Ithaca on Sat- 
urday evening, and journeyed to Albany 
yesterday. Leaving Wolfert’s Roost, he 
came to New York and made ready to 
speak in New Jersey during the evening. 
Mr. Hill was visited by many leaders dur- 
ing the afternoon. 

Secretary Mason announced that Mr. Hill 
would make speeches every evening until 
election for the Democratic State ticket. 


This evening he will go to Rochester, and 
to-morrow will journey to New York to de- 
liver his first speech in Tammany Hall in 
fourteen years. The Tammany leaders are 
making efforts to have this meeting. the 
largest since the Bryan meetings during 
the last Presidential campaign. There will 
be five out-door stands, and in addition to 
David B. Hill, John B. Stanchfield and 
Martin W. Littleton will speak. A recep- 
jon will be tendered to Mr. Hill by the 
Manhattan Club to-morrow evening. 

Congressman Griggs, Chairman of the 
Democratic Congressional Committee, was 
at the Hoffman House yesterday. He said: 

“From my personal observation and 
from the reports I have received there is 
nothing but apathy among the Republic- 
ans everywhere, while on the other hand 
there is an abundance of enthusiasm among 
the Democrats. I believe that the outlook 
of electing a Democratic Congress is finer 
than ever it has been.” 


MONEY TO BET ON ODELL. 


Woodruff Intrusts $10,000 to ex-Senator 
La Roche, Who Puts $50,000 with 
it—Coler Bettors Scarce. 


Ex-Senator William J. La Roche of 
Brooklyn, a Democrat, said last night that 
he had $60,000 which he was ready to bet 
at 2 to 1 that Gov. Odell would be re-elect- 
ed. Of this sum, he said, $10,000 had been 
placed in his hands by Lieut. Gov. Wood- 
ruff, the remainder being Mr. La Roche’s 
own money.- Mr. Woodruff and Mr. La 
Roche are close personal friends. The 
Lieutenant Governor himself, when seen, 
said that he had heard that some local 
Democrats had $5,000 they were willing to 
bet that Mr. Coler would be elected, and 
the $10,000 he had placed with ex-Senator 
La Roche was to cover this Democratic 
money. Up to a late hour last night the 
Republican $10,000 and the Democratic 


$5,000 had not succeeded in getting to- 
gether. 

**] happened to meet Mr. Coler at the 
Brooklyn Club on Saturday afternoon,” 
said the Lieutenant Governor yesterday, 
“and he told me-he was going to carry 
Kings by 385,000 and the State by 100,000 
majority. I assured him he was slightly 
mixed on his figures. To my mind Mr. 
Coler will have grounds for bringing an ac- 
tion for abandonment against the Demo- 
cratic Party alter election day.’’ 

Coler money is scarce in Wall Street, and 
consequently but few election bets are be- 
ing made in the financial district. Not in 
some years, it is said, has there been such 
a lack in backers of one of the Guberna- 
torial candidates, ‘“‘Fred’’ Okes offered 
to bet $1,000 to $600 on Odell, and Mend- 
ham Brothers wanted to put up $5,000 
against $2,000, or at 2% to 1, that Odell 
would be re-elected. Charles Minzesheim- 
er went as far as to offer 3 to 1 in any 
amount, but none of these offers found 
takers.

THE WOMAN’S LAW CLASS. 


Miss Gould Reads the Chancellor’s Ad- 
dress in Dr. MacCracken’s Absence. 


The woman’s law class of the New York 
University opened its thirteenth year yes- 
terday morning at the University Build- 
ing, Washington Square. The introductory 
address was givén to the class by Prof. 
Isaac Franklin Russell, LL. D., who re- 
tires from the woman’s»law work in the 
university this year, after having been at 
its head for ten years, to resume practice 
at the bar. Prof. Russell spoke upon the 
subject, “The Study of Law for Women,” 
and said in part: 

“The mMstruction of women in the ele- 
ments of the iaw, has enough to support it 
aside from the sphere of practice as an 
attorney. Woman has now absolute control 
of her property, real and personal, and is 
admitted to the responsibilities of executor, 
trustee, and guardian. She needs legal 


knowledge, not to enable her to be her 
own lawyer, but to qualify her to appreciate 
and to act upon legal advice understand- 
ingly. If a woman is to continue to figure 
as a capitalist, as a taxpayer, and per- 
haps voter, she — certainly to make 
herself the master of the rudiments of legal 
science.”” 

In the absence of Chancellor MacCrack- 
en, the Chancellor's address was read by 
Miss Helen M. Gould, Vice President of the 
Woman's Legal Education Society. Other 
addresses were made by Mrs. John P. 
Munn, President of the society, and Dr. 
Clarence D. Ashley, Dean of the Law Fac- 
ulty and senior lecturer to the woman's 
law class.

MAYOR SCHMITZ ARRIVES 
TO HELP W. R. HEARST. 


San Franéisco’s Executive Says Mitch- 
ell Has Won a Recognition of Or- 
ganized Labor from President. 


Mayor Eugene E. Schmitz, who arrived 


in this city from San Francisco yesterday, | 
and is known as the “labor Mayor,” was | 
welcomed at the Waldorf-Astoria, where |

men. Mayor Schmitz has come to stump 
the Eleventh Congressional District in the 
interest of William R. Hearst, the Demo- 
cratic candidate. 

The delegation included James Kelly, 
President of the New York local of the 
American Federation of Musicians, of the 
San Francisco local of which Mayor 
Schmitz is a member; John J. Donovan, 
Vice President of the New York Board of 
Building Trades; Bugene A. Johnson, for- 
mer President f the Central Federated 
Union; M. J. rlaherty, Secretary of the 
Brooklyn Centra] Federated Union, and 
Herman Robinson, General Organizer of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

“The coal strike,"’” Mayor Schmitz said, 
“has been of great benefit to organized 
labor, because it has shown how strong an 
organization can be when it is led by a 
man like John Mitchell. Mitchell has ob- 
tained from the President of the United 
States a recognition of organized labor. 
If he had been an agitator instead of a man 
of dignity and conservative force he could 
not have done this. 

‘President Baer says he does not rec- 
ognize organized labor. A man rushing full 
tilt against a stone wall may aay that he 
does not recognize its existence, but when 
he bumps his head into it, he will at least 
know that it is there.” 

Mr. Schmitz’s rise to political prominence 
in California was sudden and unexpected. 
He is the owner of an iron foundry, and is 
also a professional musician. He played in 
the Columbia Theatre orchestra in San 
Francisco, not because he had to, but be- 
cause he enjoyed it, and became the leader 
of the orchestra. A short time before the 
last Mayoralty election in San Francisco 
there was a strike among the iron workers. 

The men employed in Mr. Schmitz’s foun- 
dry were the only ones who did not go out 
on a strike. They were union men, and 
a union wages. Mr. Schmitz was 
forced to buy his material through third 
parties, the dealers in the raw material 
siding with the non-union mills. Mr. 
Schmitz stood by the union and was nomi- 
nated as the labor candidate for Mayor. To 
the surprise of the people of San Francisco 
and of California he defeated both the 
Democratic and Republican candidates, 


W. R. HEARST’S CAMPAIGN.

UNITED IRISH LEAGUE MEETS. 


First Convention Held at Boston, with 
Envoys from lireland in 
Attendance. 


BOSTON, Mass., Oct. 20.—Seldom in the 
history of the so-called “ Irish movement” 
has such a gathering of leaders of National 
and international reputation taken place as 
that which to-day was present at the open- 
ing of the first convention of the United 
Irish League in Faneuil Hall, this city. 
John E. Redmond, M. P.; Michael Davitt, 


and John Dillon, M. P., envoys from Ire- 
land; Edward Blake, Irish M. P.; Bourke 
Cockran of New York, ex-United_ States 
Senator Smith of New Jersey, Patrick 
Egan, ex-United States Minister to Chile; 
Patrick Ford of The Irish World, T. B 
Fitzpatrick, and T. J. Gargan of Boston 
were among the delegates. The gallery 
was well filled with interested spectators. 

The convention was opened by National 
President John J. Finerty, who read an ad- 
dress in which he gave the history of the 
clashes between the English Government 
and the Irish people, the formation of the 
Irish Parliament and its abolition by the 
English, and described the present condi- 
tions of Ireland. 

Following Mr.. Finerty’s address, James 

Doyle, acting Mayor of Boston, wel- 
comed the convention to the city. Bourke 
Cockran was chosen temporary Chairman. 
Addressing the convention, Mr. Cockran 
said that an appeal to arms by the Irish 
people would be folly rather than patriot- 
ism, but that when the truth of the Irish 
question should become apparent to the 
world, then would an adjustment of the dif- 
ficulty be possible. Continuing, Mr. Cock- 
ran said: 

“The Irish people are the only people in 
the world who have no control over the 
lands upon which they live, or a voice in 
the Government under which they live. 
They demand both; England refuses to 
recognize either. All that we ask is that 
the country that has failed in government 
shall give up the attempt and see the Irish 
people exercise their right.”’

IN THE FOOTBALL WORLD 


Secret Practice Started at New 
Haven Yesterday. 


BIG GAMES OF THE WEEK 


Columbia Strong in Defence — Prince- 
ton and Harvard Players Stiff and 
Sore After the Saturday Games. 


The interest of football enthusiasts is 
centered this week in the Princeton-Co- 
lumbia game which takes place on Satur- 
day at Princeton. Two years ago the col- 
leges played in this city and the contest 
was won by Columbia. Since then no game 
has been played. Princeton has a much 
stronger eleven now, but the Blue and 
White is also favored, and has not been 
scored against as yet. Defensively and of- 
tensively, both elevens have shown up well. 
Columbia’s ends are not all that they 
might be but no really serious gains have 
been made around them, and they have 
improved steadily through coaching. An- 
other game that is arousing more’ than 
ordinary interest is that between Harvard 
and Brown. Brown has played remarkably 
good football all this season, and her de- 
feat of the University of Pennsylvania was 
not altogether unexpected. Yale also has 
a hard problem to solve in the strong 
Syracuse eleven, probably the best team 
of its weight in the country. 


Secret practice was started at Yale yes- | 


terday. Rarely if ever has the 'Varsity at 
New Haven worked behind closed gates so 
early in the season, but the arrival of a 
large number of coaches and the necessity 
of some new plays for the Syracuse game 
made it desirable. In the open half the 
play was good and much faster than usual. 

The defense of the Columbia 'Varsity was 
the feature of the practice yesterday. In 
twenty consecutive rushes the scrub did 
not gain five yards. With Erb, Tomlinson, 


Thorpe, and Shaw out of the line-up, the 
scrub was able to score on a rorty-yard 
run by Metzenthin, the best of the scrub 
backs, The ends as usual were coached 
thoroughly, while a new formation was 
successfully tried for ‘the hurdle play of 
Harold Weekes.

They fixed 
valuations on a general line of mort- 
gage value—that is, at the amount that 
could be borrowed on the property.

| WHITE REPUBLICAN 
PARTY IN THE SOUTH 


History of the Movement the Ad- 
ministration Opposes. 


Was Started in North Carolina by Sena- ' 


tor Pritchard—it Spread to Alabama, 
Louisiana, Texas, and Tennessee. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Great interest 
is felt here in the movement to organize a 
new Republican Party in the South, which 
Surveyor of the Port Clarkson of New 
York is so effectually fighting. It has been 
generally understood that President Mc- 
Kinley cherished the plan of creating a 
new and reformed Republican Party. The 
solidity of the South, according to the view 
here, has been made permanent by the 
fact that as long as negroes controlled the 
Republican Party there men who favored 
Republican doctrines were driven to vote 
the Democratic ticket in order to secure 
white domination. There is nothing to 
show that Mr. McKinley favored the idea 
of driving the negroes out, but white Re- 
publicans in the South, who shared with 
him the dream of breaking Southern solid- 
ity and starting a new Republican Party 
there which should command public re- 
spect, have maintained that the first step 
must be the driving out of the negro ele- 
ment. 

The present movement to that end started 
in North Carolina and has reached its 
greatest power in that State and Alabama. 
From those States it has spread to Texas 
and Louisiana, and was beginning to make 
itself felt in Virginia and Tennessee. There 


the entire South. The movement was 
checked somewhat after Booker Wash- 
ington dined at the White House, but began 
to make headway again last Spring. The 
effect of the Washington dinner was to in- 
spire doubt about where President Roose- 
velt stood on the subject, but after a few 
months the men who were in charge of the 
new scheme succeeded in persuading doubt- 
ful Southerners that the dinner was merely 
a personal compliment to Mr. Washington. 

The movement began when Senator 


Pritchard of North Carolina went to Oyster 
Bay and conferred with President Roose- 
velt. After leaving the President he went 
direct to Greensborough, N. C., and opened 
the State Convention at that place. He made 
the opening speech, and it was assumed 
that he was there as the personal repre- 
sentative of the President, although it is 
now recalled that Mr. Pritchard never said 
anything in public to give that impression. 
The negro delegates were thrown out and 
white men seated. 

Senator Prichard then went to Alabama, 
where he presided at a dinner in which 
a great many Democrats participated—men 
of standing who have voted the Democratic 
ticket only on the race issue, and are 
really sympathetic with most of the Re- 
publican principles. This began the move- 
ment in Alabama.

In North Carolina Senator Pritchard has a 
long list of associates who in no respect 
resemble the men who usually show up 
from Southern States at National Conven- 
tions. Among his lieutenants in the new 
party movement is Col. James Holt, a cot- 
ton manufacturer, whose father was Gov- 
ernor of the State some years ago, and 
who belongs to one of the wealthiest and 
most prominent families socially in the 
State. Another is Charles McNamee, who 
is related to George W. Vanderbilt, and has 
charge of Mr. anderbilt’s interests in 
North Carolina. Still another is Charles 8. 
Price, President of the North Carolina Bar 
Association and general counsel for the 
Southern Railway. Mr. Price had not at- 
tended a Republican State Convention in 
twenty years, but he was a delegate to this 
one. W. H. Day, a noted corporation at- 
torney; James H. Williamson, a wealthy 
cotton manufacturer, belonging to a promi- 
nent family, and J. Lindsay Patterson, who 
is running for Conrgess against W. W. 
Kitchin in the Fifth District and is one of 
the ablest lawyers in the State, are others, 
Mr. Patterson was a Palmer and Buckner 
Democrat in 1896. 

In Alabama the leader of the movement 
is J. A. W. Smith, the candidate for Gov- 
ernor, He is one of the ablest lawyers 
in Alabama, and Alabama Democrats in 
this city say that he is not only the best 
Republican ever nominated for the office 
in that State, but is far and away the 
superior of his Democratic opponent in this 
campaign. W. A. Wellman, the new Chair- 
man of the State Committee appointed 
since the movement began, is another of 
the leaders, and among the -rest are ex- 
Congressman T. H. Aldrich and Oscar R., 
Huntley. .Mr, Huntley is a Huntsville man, 
who left the Democratic Party on the 
silver issue when Bryan was nominated in 
1896, and is a member of the bar. These 
men are all citizens of the highest type. 
Many leading members and business men 
of Birmingham and other manufacturing 
centres, who hitherto have taken no in- 
terest in State politics, are said to have 
enlisted in the movement. 

The belief is general among Southerners 
the. movement cannot succeed if the

He assumed complete au- 
thority to do so in his letter to W.

the movement. 


CANDIDATES FOR CONGRESS. 


Two Hundred and Ejighty-three Mem- 
bers of the Present House Have 
Been Renominated. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The Republican 
Congressional Campaign Committee has 
issued a pamphlet giving the names of can- 
didates of all parties nominated for the 
Fifty-eighth Congress. Of the 386 members 
who will constitute the membership of the 
next House it appears that.283 members of 
the present House have been renominated. 
In four of the Southern States no candi- 
dates appear for the Republicans. These 
States are Georgia,, with 11 members; Flor- 
ida, with 3; Mississippi, with 8, and South 
Carolina, with 7. Of the fen districts in 
Tennessee no nominations have been made 
by the Republicans in four, and in Texas 
with sixteen districts, no candidates have 
been named by the Republicans in six. 

In thirty-seven districts in New~ York 
twenty-seven members of the present 
House have been renominated, and in 
Pennsylvania, with, thirty-two districts, 
twenty old members are again candidates. 
New Jersey has six of the old members 


again in the field, with new men as candi- 
dates in four districts. Connecticut pre- 
sents four of the old members with new 
men as candidates “at large,” the State 
gaining an additional member under the 
reapportionment act. The States showing 
the greatest proportion of renominations 
are Alabama, which presents all the pres- 
ent members, nine in number; Georgia, ten 
out of eleven; Indiana, twelve out of thir- 
teen, Mr. Steele being the old member not 
renominated; Iowa, nine out of eleven, one 
of these being the Third District, now rep- 
resented by Speaker Henderson; Kentucky, 
nine out of eleven; Louisiana, six out of 
seven; Maryland, five out of six; Tennes- 
see, nine out of ten, and Virginia, eight out 
of ten. , 

A very large proportion of those renom- 
inated will be elected, their districts being 
largely dominated by the party whose can- 
didates they are. ongressional elections

THE NEW ARMORED CRUISERS. 


Naval Board Decides to Sacrifice Speed 
to Power—Engineer in Chief Mel- 
ville’s Plan Rejected. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The Naval 
Board of Construction to-day finally decid- 
ed on the features of the armored cruisers 
authorized by the last Congress. Speed has 
been sacrificed in a measure to power. By 
a vote of four against one, Engineer in 
Chief Melville’s proposition to give the big 
ships 25,000 horse power and a speed of 
twenty-three knots at a minimum was re- 
jected, and the horse power will stand at 
23,000, which he estimates will actually 
bring the speed down to about 21% knots. 
The new boats therefore will be 3% knots 
slower than the four famous English arm- 
ored cruisers of the Drake class. 

To offset this lack of speed the Tennessee 
class will have a much more powerful bat- 


tery—namely, four ten-inch guns in two 
turrets, against two 9%-inch guns in the 
main batteries of the British ships. The 
Tennessee class also will have more armor, 
the protective deck at its thickest part be- 
ing 4% inches, with six-inch side armor. 

The ships have been given so much power 
of offense and defense that the Engineer 
in Chief will make a minority report to Sec- 
retary Moody, taking the ground that the 
intent of Congress has been evaded and the 
board has designed actual battleships and 
not speedy armored cruisers. 


REPORT ON ARMY TRIALS. 


Judge Advocate General States Nine 
teen Commissioned Officers Were 
Brought Before Courts-Mar- 
tial Last Year. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The report of 
Gen. George B. Davis, Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral of the army, shows that during the 
year ended June 30 nineteen commissioned 
officers have been tried by courts-mar- 
tial. Of these six have been acquitted. 

Two cadets were tried and convicted. The 
number of enlisted men convicted was 4,854, 
the sentences in 158 cases being disap- 
proved, while 430 cases resulted in ac- 
quittal. 

The number of men sentenced to dishon- 
orable discharge was 2,645. Death sen- 
tences were imposed by courts-martial in 
eight cases of enlisted men—four of these 
sentences being on conviction of murder, 
two on conviction of desertion and of en- 
tering the service of the enemy, one on 
conviction of desertion alone, and one on 


conviction of robbery and larceny of 
United States arms, and of attempting to 
steal ammunition after desertion. 

The sentences were executed in three 
cases of murder, and in the other cases 
were commuted to dishonorable discharge, 
forfeiture of all pay and allowances, and 
imprisonment at hard labor for life in four 
eases, and for the term of three years in 
the remaining case of desertion only. 

The records of military commissions show 
that 720 persons were tried, being 260 less 
than in the preceding year. Of this num- 
ber 576 were convicted and 144 were ac- 
quitted. In 55 cases sentences were disap- 
proved. Death sentences were imposed by 
military commissions in about 235 cases, 
(nearly all natives of the Philippine Isl- 
ands,) and the sentences were executed in 
about 128 cases. 


Torpedo Boats Off for Manoeuvres. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The. torpedo 
boat flotilla commanded by Lieut. L. H. 
Chandler has left Norfolk for Port Royal, 
S. C., on its way to Culebra Island to take © 


part in the manoeuvres of the North and 
South Atlantic and European Squadrons 
early in December.

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NEW PLAYS AND REVIVALS | 


Martin Harvey Reveals a Tempera- 
ment of Poetic Charm and 
Refined Artistry. 


J. E. Dodson and Annie Irish as Joint 
Stars at the Bijou—“His Excel- 
lency the Governor” Revived. 


At the Herald Square Theatre last even- 
ing Mr. Martin Harvey appeared for the 
first time in this country as Sidney Carton 
in Freeman Wills’s dramatic adaptation of 
“A Tale of Two Cities,” entitled ‘‘ The 
Only Way.” The play is one that had been 
made known here by Mr. Henry Miller a 
couple of seasons ago. Mr. Harvey has ap- 
peared in it in London, and through his 
performance in it raised himself at once 
from the position of a competent and well- 
trained subordinate, which for years he had 
held in Sir Henry Irving’s company, to that 
of a vigorous and forceful interpreter of a 
powerful dramatic motive. It was clearly 
made evident last evening how he had done 
this. There was a small audience present— 
@s small an audience, in fact, as often 
greets a well-accredited dramatic perform- 
ance upon its first night; it was conven- 
tionally friendly in the first scenes, which, 
indeed, in this play, give neither audience 
nor performers much occasion for intellect- 
ual stimulus; but before the evening was 
half way to its end it showed that it had 


been deeply stirred, 

Mr. Harvey had the advantage of a fine 
presence and a countenance finely chiseled 
and full of mobility and variety of ex- 
pression. That he is, moreover, possessed 
of the power of deep penetration into the 
inner springs of feelings and of conduct 
exhibited in the character of Sydney Cas- 
ton was shown in his portrayal of the 
elevation of the man’s moral nature 
through the power of love and the im- 
pulse to a high self-sacrifice, from 4 
cynical indifference of a sottish wreck. 
The process of this transformation is 
shown by Mr. Harvey with accomplished 
skill and a careful adjustment of the 
means of an accomplished actor to the 
end in view. He has a ne and musical 
voice, and his elocution is finished and 
expressive. It a strong and manly im- 
personation, as strong amd consistent in 
its larger proportions as it is finished. in 
detail; it has tenderness and sentiment 
without sentimentality, amd it is one that 
seldom relaxes its power upon the _ ob- 
server’s sympathy. It gains a firmer hold 
upon the audience with the advancing 
action. The play is one that suffers in 
the earlier scenes from am excess of ex- 
planation and a deficiency of action, and 
it is not till the third act is reached that 
its effect is indisputable. Here, in the 
trial scene before the revolutionary tribunal, 
Mr Harvey is given his most obvious 
opportunity; here he reached the climax 
o* his impersonation, and his address to 
the jury and the assembled representatives 
of liberty, uality, and fraternity was ful! 
of passion and fervor 

After this scene he 
made a short speech of thanks for the 
ithetic ereeting acoaorded him, for 
he expressed an indebtedness all the 
deeper because the play was. known to 
many of his hearers through the previous 
production ‘of it by Mr. Miller. Mr. 
Harvey's suppert is in the main excellent. 
Amy Coleridge as Lucy Manette is 
somewhat clovingly sweet and clinging, but 
is an actress intelligence and was 
able to show forth many of the main at- 
tributes of the character. Mr. Percy 
Anstey’s impersonation of Charles Darnay 
frank and manly, though not perhaps 
individualized potent in its per- 
sonal accent as it might he made. Of un- 
common vigor and sinister strength was 
Mr. WilliamHaviland in the part of Ernest 
Detarge. a strength that was displayed 
most convincingly in the trial scene. Miss 
N de Silva enacted the part of Mimi, the 
maid servant, who falls in love with Car- 
ton in the play. but is unknown to the read- 
ers of Dickens’s novel; but she made a hit 
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“AN AMERICAN INVASION.” 


An Uneven but on the Whole Very Ef- 
fective Play by Mrs. Madeleine 
Lucette Ryley. 


The sum of human wisdom to be gained 
from “An American Invasion Don't 
be snubbed socially, or you'll become a 
villainess in a play by Mrs. Ryley. At least 
it is so in India. 

It is perhaps 
defects of this rather 
at the Bijou that its pivotal points 
feminine jealousy’ and hatred and duplic- 
ity that all but culminates in premeditated 


theft. 

It is possible that 
of gentlewomen in 
that with which Mr. Kipling has been 
charged, and that she could give alto- 
gether satisfactory reasons for presenting 
the characters she presents. But the fact 
remains that she has, to use a humble fig- 
ure, fallen between two stools. A realistic 
and unsparing study of feminine weakness 
is a good thing in a play, and a plain old- 
fashioned heroine is another good thing; 
but if you try to join the two you have 
the virtues of neither—only a melodrama in 
which the heroine does overtime as a vil- 
lainess. > 

This was the part with which Annie Irish 
labored last night, and, excellent artist as 
she has again and again proved herself, 
she did not succeed in forcing it into any 
distinct theatrical focus. At the best, more- 
over, its light worldliness, its flirtations, 
its shifts, and its duplicities—to pass lightly 
over its butterfly gowns—are not altogether 
within her proper field. Even in passages 
of maternal emotion she was less tellingly 
sincere than she has justified one in ex- 
pecting. 

The ostensible subject of the play is a 
contrast of American character and busi- 
ness methods with those of the English 
world. As the leading American is the hero 
of the play and the leading Englishman 
the villain, the study cannot be said to 
be quite impartial or profound. But what 
is lacking in the dramatic framework is 
made up for in the way of epigram—for 
example, “The British mind finds it hard 
to dissociate the wholesale use of electric- 
ity from the sharper’s game of three-card 
monte.” 

It was as a melodrama that the play 
made its strongest appeal. The American 
hero had plans for draining swamps in 
India and was on the point of closing a 
reat Government contract, when the Eng- 
ish villain misled the heroine so grossly 
that she started to make way with the 
plans. At the outset, however, she half 
repented. and left the job to be accom- 
plished by others, while she clung to the 
tatters of her self-respect. The details of 
the theft and the manner of its frustra- 
tion Mrs. Ryley has handled with mature 
theatrical power To any one whose at- 
tention rests easily between the stool of 
character study and the stool of melo- 
drama, the latter part of the second and 
the whole of the third act are of absorbing 
interest. At the end of both acts there 
were rounds of genuine applause that leave 
no doubt that the play will meet with 
considerable poppaey.- 

In the repartee in which the play abounds, 
ill-nature often overbalances wit, the wo- 
men being particular offenders in this re- 
spect, so that the effect sometimes seems 
like a epunaane perteeenes of catfight- 
ing. In epigram Mrs. Ryley’s hand is firm- 
er and her wit more exhilarating; it would 
not be surprising if several of her rockets 
of conversation passed into current use. 

Mr. J. Dodson’s performance as the 
American engineer-hero was helped to suc- 
cess by the fact that it was the centre of 
the two acts of melodrama, and was liber- 
ally endowed with epigram, The character, 
moreover, was a consistent and altogether 
sympathetic one. Mr. Dodson’s manner 
was quiet, refined, and eminently virile. 
His artistic style is quite his own, but it 
may perhaps best be described by saying 
that it combined the humble vernacular of 
the late Sol Smith Russell with the intel- 
lectual self-possession of William Gillette. 


“HIS EXCELLENCY THE GOVER- 
NOR” REVIVED. 

That charming romantic comedy of Capt. 
Marshall’s, ‘“‘His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor,”’ was revived last night at the Gar- 
rick Theatre. This is the play by wuich 
Capt. Marshall first became knewn on this 


ide of the big pond, and that it has not 
ost any of its airy Gilbertian charm in 
the two or three years since its first pro- 
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uiuction is abundant proof that its original 
success was one of merit. 

The players last night were all new ones 
in the play so far as New York is con- 
cerned, with the exception of Jessie Mil- 
ward, who played the same delightful part 
of Stella de Gex at the Empire Theatre 
with such success. 

Edwin Stevens was His Excellency the 
Governor, and with Leo Ditrichstein in 
the part of his secretary shared in the first 
honors of the performance. That sterling 
actor, W. H. Thompson, left nothing to be 
desired in his representation of the Colonial 
Secretary, and the resemblance of his 
make-up in the part to the present occu- 
pant of that office was not at all an un- 
happy one. Beatrice Irwin in the part 
of the ingenue, Miss Carlton, the Colonial 
Secretary's daughter, who has the misfor- 
tune of having three men propose in one 
evening, was just a trifle studied.

A UNIVERSITY TRAINING. 


Oliver Wendell Holmes in an Address 
at Chicago Speaks of Its Value. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—After a day filled 
with receptions, addresses and processions 
of students, the second day’s celebration of 
the installation of Edmund Janes James as 
President gf Northwestern University end- 
ed to-night with the formal opening of the 
new law school of the university,’ on the 
site of the old Tremont House, at Lake and 


Dearborn Streets. Oliver Wendeil Holmes, 
who is to succeed Justice Gray in the 
United States Supreme Court, delivered 
the dedicatory adaress. He said in part: 

“I have listened with interest to able 
business men when they argued and testi- 
fied that qa university training made men 
fitter to succeed in their practical strug- 
gies. 1 am far from denying it. No doubt 
such a training gives to men a larger mas- 
tery of the laws of nature under which 
they must work, a wider outlook over the 
world of science and of fact. If I could 
give to every student a scientific point of 
view, if education could make men realize 
that you cannot produce something out of 
nothing and make them promptly detect the 
pretense of doing so with which at present 
the talk of every day is filled, I should 
think it had more than paid for itself. 
Still more should I[ think so if it could 
send men into the world with a good rudi- 
mentary knowledge of the laws of their 
environment. 

“But, besides prosperity there is to be 
considered happiness, which is not the same 
thing. The chance of a university to en- 
large men’s power of happiness is at least 
not less than its chance to enlarge their 
capacity for gain. I own thet with regard 
to this, as with regard to every other 
aspiration of man, the most important 
question seems to me to be what are his 
in-born qualities. Mr. Ruskin’s first rule 
for learning to draw, you will remember, 
was, be born with genius. It is the first 
rule for everything else. If a man is ade- 
quate in native force, he will probably be 
happy in the deepest sense, whatever his 
fate. But we must not undervalue effort, 
even if it is the lesser half. And the opin- 
ion which a university is sure to offer to 
all the idealizing tendencies—which, I am 
not afraid to say, it ought to offer to the 
romantic side of life—makes it above all 
other institutions the conservator of. the 
vestal fire. . 

** But, gentlemen, there is one department 
of your institution to which I must be per- 
mitted specially to refer—the department to 
which I am nearest by profession, and to 
which I owe the honor of being here. I 
mean, of course, the Department of Law. 
It was affirmed, I believe, by the late Chief 
Justice Cooley, that the law was and ought 
to be commonplace. No doubt the remark 
has much truth. It is better that the law 
should be commonplace than that it should 
be eccentric. It seems to me that for 
men as they are the law may keep its 
everyday character, and yet be an object 
of understanding, wonder, and a field for 
the lightning of genius.”

BUDGET FOR NEXT YEAR 
TO BE DECREASED. 


Controller Grout Estimates That the 
Amount May Be $1,500,000 Less 
Than That of This Year. 


At the final hearing on the budget for 
1903 by the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment yesterday, an unofficial an- 
nouncement was made that the total budg- 
et is to be more than $1,000,000 less than 
last year. 

Ex-Congressman John Murray Mitchell 
asked that an appropriation of $60,150 for 
planting trees in Manhattan and the Bronx 
be permitted to stand, but Mayor Low re- 
plied that it is impossible to authorize the 
expenditure of a single dollar for the pur- 
pose. He added that he would not have 
approved the tree-planting bill had the en- 
forcement of it not been left to the discre- 
tion of the board. 

Persons were heard in favor of an appro- 
priation of $14,800 for the equipment and 
maintenance of outdoor playgrounds under 

e supervision of the Park Department; of 


Rt 

$12,000 for the repair of walks and cyrbs 
about Grant’s Tomb, and $11,000 for im- 
proving the Speedway. 

President Cassidy’s administration of the 
affairs of the Borough of Queens was at- 
tacked by C, D. Curren, President of the 
Taxpayers’ Association of Far Rockaway, 
who declared that existing conditions are 
Me d bad and that public buildings, sewers, 
highways, and streets have been neglected. 
“He promised much and did little or noth- 
ing,”’ Mr. Curren concluded, referring to 
President Cassidy, who was not at the 
meeting. 

When asked after the meeting about a 


probable reduction in the budget for next 


year Controller Grout said: 

“TI believe that the budget for 1903 will 
be about $97,000,000. This will be a reduc- 
tion of about $1,500,000, and it is made pos- 
sible by wiping out the State tax of about 
$4,000,000. The normal growth of the city 
requires an increased annual expenditure 
of about $2,500,000, and this growth is 
caused by mandatory promotions of police- 
men, firemen, and school teachers, and by 
the cost of new schools and hospitals. 

“If my sinking fund scheme goes into 
effect, I expect excellent results. If car- 
ried out it will mean a reduction of $10,- 
000,000 annually #n the tax levy. You can 
see that the tax rate for the next year will 
be lower than it has been recently.’”’ 


WHITE HOUSE UNPREPARED. 


Owing to Improvements Still to be 
Made, Official Receptions May Be 
Entirely Abandoned.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Owing to the 
many improvements still to be made in the 
White House it is possible the official re- 
ceptions may be abandoned for the season. 

A schedule for the four evening levees 
and three state dinners will be made out 
as usual in November, but the delays al- 
ready encountered make it probable that 
the East Room and the adjoining parlors 
will be still unfinished in midwinter, which 
bs render official entertainments impos- 
sible.

Albertson were placed on trial yesterday | 


before Commissioner Partridge at Police 
Headquarters. The trial of Capt. Herlihy, 
who was on duty the night of July 29 at 
Police Headquarters, and who is charged 
with not having provided a sufficient num- 
ber of policemen as-escort to the funeral, 
was first taken up and disposed of in a 
short time, with decision reserved by the 
Commissioner. Both the Inspector and 
Capt. Herlihy were represented by Abram 
I, Elkus as counsel, while Frank F. Davis 
looked after the interest of Capt. Albert- 
son, who was in command of the Delancey 
Street Station and who is charged with 
failing to suppress the riots. 

When the case of Capt. Herlihy was called, 
Sergt. Brady, who was in charge of the 
information bureau the night preceding the 
trouble, but who since has resigned, testi- 

fied that Israel Levy, in charge of the 
funeral arrangements, had called at Police 
Headquarters and told him that the ar- 
{ rangements for police protection were in- 
adequate. 

Capt. Herlihy testified that the night of 
July 29 he was in and out of Headquarters 
at least twenty times, and that he had not 


| been notified of the procession of 
; persons. As the issuing of a permit for a 
| procession was such a usual thing 
| not call for the attention of the Captain. 
Mr. Elkus asked for the dismissal of t 
charges, but Mr. Mellon, 
poration Counsel, objected.

Cases of Policemen Indicted for Club- 
bing Before Recorder Goff. 


Roundsman James M. Jackson and Po- 
liceman Henry Doupe, who were attached 
to the Delancey Street Station at the time 
of the riots at the funeral of Rabbi Joseph, 
will be brought to trial to-day before Re- 
corder Goff. Indictments for assault in the 
second degree were returned against them 
by the Grand Jury on Aug. 8. Harris 
Rosenblum of 20 Broome Street and Israel 
Shaeffer of 42 Gouverneur Street charge 
that they were unmercifully clubbed by the 
policemen without cause on the occasion of 


| the riots. 


The Grand Jury yesterday dismissed the 
complaint against George W. Church, Su- 
perintendent of the factory of R. Hoe & 
Co, The complainant against Church was 
City Marshal Albert Levine. He was in 
the neighborhood of the factory at the 
the riot there occurred, and swore 
that he heard Church order streams of wa- 
ter turned on the funeral crowd. 


CAPT. SHEEHAN IS RETIRED. 

Capt. Michael Sheehan, until recently in 
command of the West Thirtieth Street Sta- 
tion, but lately stationed at Old Slip, yes- 


terday was retired upon half pay, on his 
own application, by Commissioner Part- 
ridge. Ill-health was the reason he ascribed. 
Sergeant Saul of the Old Slip Station was 
appointed acting Captain of the precinct to 
fill the vacancy, pending the selection of 
a permanent successor. Capt. Sheehan is 
fifty-seven years old and was appointed to 
the force in 1868. 


CROSSMAN-REILEY WILL CASE. 


Surrogate Fitzgerald has begun to take 
testimony in the contest over the estate of 
Mrs, Caroline E. Crossman-Reiley, who left 
the bulk of her property to the Brooklyn 
Home for Aged Men. Seven heirs at law 
are disputing the validity of the will 


through Howe & Hummel, claiming that 
the document is not valid, and that undue 
influence was used on the testatrix. The 
estate is estimated at $4,000,000. 

The hearings began yesterday. Samuel 
Burhams, Jr., one of the subscribing wit- 
nesses, is dead, but his signature was iden- 
tified by Benjamin E. Dormont. Edgar 
Whitlock, another witness to the signing 
of the will, testified that Mrs. Crossman- 
Reiley was perfectly rational, as iar as he 
could see. He said she had come to his 
office, having been introduced by a woman 
governess of the home to which she was to 
bequeath her large property. After the 
drafting of the will, the witness said, she 
came several other times, and added codi- 
cils. 

Cross-examination failed to weaken this 
testimony, but Mr. Whitlock did admit that 
Mrs. Crossman-Reliley ‘ tottered”"’ in_ her 
walk on one occasion when she visited his 
office, 

The testatrix’s first husband was Henry 
Crossman, in whose honor she specified that 
an extra wing should be added to the Home 
for Aged Men. The second husband was 
Matthew Reiley. There were a number of 
small bequests to relatives, and the coach- 
man of the testatrix was to get $1,000 and 
some horses, that he might launch a livery

WATER FRONT DECISIONS. 


The City’s Rights and Title Upheld by 
Justice Steckler in Two Cases— 
No Broad Effect. 


Two Supreme Court decisions that uphold 
the city’s right to water-front property that 
is worth many thousands o2 dollars were 
handed down yesterday by Justice Steck- 
ler. The first was in the case of the Knick- 


erbocker Ice Company, that asked for an 
injunction to restrain the Department of 
Decks and Ferries from constructing a 
bulkhead between Forty-second and Forty- 
third Streets, North River, and the second 
was in a suit that was instituted by Mr. 
Whitman and others to determine the title 
to certain land in Exterior Street, along 
the East River front, between Ninetieth 
and Ninety-first Streets. The city’s right 
to build the bulkhead and the city’s title to 
the streets were confirmed in the @ecisions, 

Wher Deputy Commissioner Jackson 
Wallace of the Dock Department was asked 
what would be the effect of the decision, 
he said: 

“The decisions, as far as I can see, da 
not establish any broad principle. It is a 
mistake to say that they uphold any right 
of the city to take back water-front lands 
it has granted. In these two cases the 
grants were made with special provisions, 
and the decisions of Justice Steckler show 
that the court has looked up the terms of 
the grants and has decided that the city 
was entitled to certain rights according to 
those terms. 

“Different grants of Water lands differ 
greatly. Some of them are absolute, and 
these suits cannot affect any absolute 
grant. It may be that there are other 
places which come under the same class as 
those under contention between the city 
and the Knickerbocker Ice Company and 
the city and Mr, Whitman.” 

Deputy Commissioner Wallace said that 
undoubtedly appeals would be taken in 
both cases.
